After severcl years of hybridizing I have been asked by growers snd glad fanciers 
to introduce White Vedgwood. Baskets of it shown at glad shows have been sen- 
sational end resulted in orders and demand for stock. It is not being introduced 
as the "cure-all" in the 300 white class, but rather as one of the best commer- 

é cial or bouquet whites in its class. It has inherited the intense ruffling of its 

a parents, it has the form of Wedgwood, it is oure white with a slight cream tinge 
: in the throat, will open 5 or 6 on a 14 to 16 bud spike, averages ebout 48 inches 
F, in height, and has excellent texture and attachment, blooming from ali sizes. 

It ovens well in water -nd has excellent keening qualities. It is very uniform 
in height, and for one needing a good white to cut, this is a snlendid candidate. 
It will hold its own on the show table, althoueh it does not have the height 

of some other 300 whites, winning the blue ribbon in the 3 svike open class in 
the 1953 Minnesota Gladiolus Show. It is being introduced at a ridiculous price 
so ali can enjoy it. Beautiful glads often come wranned in small packaces. and 
I think this is one of them. fa

It is a beautiful creamy white with a definite 
rose edging. It was introduced as an improved Corona, and it is that. It onens 
7 or 8 ‘ightly waved florets at once on frirly tall svikes that are straight.

CHINOOK {Lines 49) 532 Giant clear salmon self thst can meke marvelous spikes vith 
many florets onen on very tall stems. A beautiful color and liked by everyone. 
Bulblets germinate slowly. L/ .50, li/ .35, S/ .20, Bits. 10 for .25, 10 for #2. 


CREAM ORCHIDS (Pischer 51) 406 A nice cream novelty glad with florets so heevily 
crimped and ruffled that they anvear to be ~uite lacinsted. Six medium sized 
flowers of clear cream color will open at once on tall wiry stems. It vill also 
bloom for an ontire season, there being no xarticular flowering date.

CHIVILARY (Fischer 52) 456 A smooth lavender self “ith scarcely io agi ak 
or markings in the throat. (Quite a glad and a good grower. L/ .40, M/ .39, S/ .20. 


CYNTHIA (Graff 49) 410 An early, soft shade of attractive yellow which att-ins 
good height. This one has nice placement and vleasant form with wide-onen and 
recurved florets which are slightly frilled. One of the best for earlv cutting, 
making marvelous bouquets. L/ .25, M/ .29, S/ .15, Blts. 10 for 20. 


CLARENCE D. FORTNAM (Kadel 50) 440 A beauty which is blush vink in color. Its 
5—inch florets, heavily ruffled and needleooint are borne on a 24-incn flowerhead 
with 8 of its 21 buds oven and 8 shoving color. Bulblet nroduction and germinetion 
are excellent. L/ .40, M/ .30, Blts. 10 for 40. 
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DOLLY VARDEN (Harris 50) 533 fuge deen bright salmon vink with Large white throat. 
On~ of the largest glads I know of. Spikes are consistently tall rnd straieht, and 
color most attractive. This is one of the best huge elads.

ELMER'S ROSE (Fischer 51) 466 In many ways, I think this glad is better then its 
sister seedling Noweta R se. The color is marvelous, a brieht lavender rose vith 
dee er rose feather, making it very attractive.

GOLD (Marshall 51) 412 This is one of the most beautiful of the deen yellows.

GAY 90'S (Krueser 51) 390 Here is one of my favorites in the AOC. This one 
really grows tall and is a sure winner.

GINGER (Fischer 52) 422 Deen slmon orange blen ing into yellow, scarlet throat.

HEIRLOOM (Klein 52) 566 Clear medium lavender with smell pure vrhite throat and 
midrib lines 7 or 8 nicely frilled florsts will oven et once on snikes of medium 
heirht.

KING DAVID (Carlson 51) 570 A beautiful royal curole with slichtly deever red~ 
ourvle lips.

It rates high in beauty with its heavy substance, lustrous sheen and neat comnact 
svikes.

LAVENDER BEAUTY (Kolb 50) 466 A lovely vinkish levender of uniform coloring. 

A true orchid shade that is just a little vinker than "The Queen". Ovens about

PINK CLASSIC (Melk 51) 540 Pink Classic is a hervily ruff'ed and fluted ink, 
overlaid dee»ver nink and blending to a lighter throst. The plant grows to a 
good height, snikes carry many buds vith 7 or 8 oven. An excellent show elad and 
mjgood comsercial. L/ .35, M/..25,.,8/ .15, Bits 10 for 25,100 for $2.50, 


ROYAL TREAT (Lins 52) Another dandy, this tie a very dark red with rosy undertones. 
Florets are beautifully ruffled with full round petals of good substance. Grows 
t:11 with a well-balanced svike.
